A Celebration of 40 Years

A celebration of 40 years of growth 
and progress was the theme of three 
events on the BCC campus during the 
spring, 1987 semester. 

Anniversaries and birthdays are often 
cause for reflection. 40 years ago BCC 
was one of the first two-year colleges in 
New York State — part of an experiment 
in education conceived during the 
Truman administration. The New York 
State Institute of Applied Arts and 
Sciences at Binghamton was the first 
name of the College, when the student 
body numbered some 200. Most of the 
students were veterans returning from 
World War II, looking to learn a trade, 
and fora transition from the ways of war 
to the ways of pedce. 

From 1947 to 1987 the student body 
has increased from 215 to over 7000 
attending credit courses. At the College's 
inception the educational goal was 
training foremployment. Over the years 
that goal has broadened. Many grad- 
uates now attend BCC fulfilling the 
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requirements for the first two years of a 
four year degree. Others participate in 
courses designed to update skills as the 
contemporary technological pace 
quickens. Still other students attend 
courses for cultural, social and personal 
enrichment, or just for fun. 

One of the many advantages and 
strengths of BCC has come to be its 
accessibility. What do community col- 
leges in general and BCC in particular, 
symbolize to thousands living near a 
campus? In a word: opportunity. The 
policy of open enrollment at BCC has 
given many non-traditional students an 
opportunity for achievement not possi- 
ble in years past. 

The diversity of learning experiences 
available at Broome Community 
College has increased year by year as 
the community's appreciation of BCC as 
a valuable resource has increased. 

In 1987 Broome Community College 
has come to mean many things to many 
people. It is appropriate then, that on 
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SUMMER 1987 


April 28th a reception was held with the 
purpose of exhibiting a collection of 
paintings that has been acquired by the 
College. “The collection began when 
artworks were donated over the years 
and has evolved recently as a concerted 
effort to buy works by Broome County 
artists,” said Roger L. Hartman, Executive 
Director of the BCC Foundation. “It 
makes sense,’ he said, “that the Found- 
ation owns, insures and maintains art 
work for the College, the students and 
the faculty.” 

The collection consists of over 50 
pieces. “The Swimmer,” a series of 18 
paintings by Katherine Kadish, form the 
core of the acquisitions. Ms. Kadish is a 
former instructor at Broome Community 
College and at SUNY Binghamton, who 
now resides in Ohio. “The Swimmer” 
series is on permanent display in the 
new Applied Technology Building 
where the reception was held. “The 
other works will be displayed on a 
rotating basis in safe but visible places,” 
Mr. Hartman said. He added that Dr. 
Donald W. Beattie, past President of 
BCC, was the impetus behind the com- 
missioning of many of the works. Mr. 
Hartman said, “Dr. Beattie believed 
there was always the danger at a 
community college that everything at 
the College is technical. And so, it may 
be that art becomes all the more im- 
portant: that it is important to have 
aesthetic values taught and appreci- 
ated.” 

Robert A. Keller, Humanities Professor, 
said that Dr. Beattie’s theme behind 
commissioning paintings was the pres- 
ervation of works by local artists. The 
acquisitions are a tangible form of a 
sense of community. 

Dr. Helen C. Veres, Acting President of 
BCC, in speaking at the reception said, 
“The exhibit is one example of the 
support the Foundation gives to the 
College in a variety of ways.” Dr. Veres 
cited Robert Keller as being very in- 
strumental in the success of the exhibi- 
tion. She also said, “In walking through 
the Atrium earlier in the day I noticed 
the number of students who were stop- 
ping to view the paintings....Art is one 
more aspect of education of the students 
at BCC. The Atrium is to be a place for 
students to congregate and will be a 
permanent gallery.”

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Articulation 
Agreements 


Two articulation agreements were 
signed this semester between BCC and 
4-year schools. 

The first was established with Wilkes 
College of Pennsylvania in Engineering 
and Physical Sciences. 

The agreement states that students 
graduating from BCC with 2-year de- 
grees in certain programs will be given 
high priority in the B.A. and BS. pro- 
grams in the School of Engineering and 
Physical Sciences at Wilkes College 
BCC graduates must maintain a cumu- 
lative index of 2.25 and a passing grade 
of 2.0 in all courses in the curriculum 

Articulation agreements with 4-year 
Engineering Schools are a necessary 
ingredient in a 2-year Engineering 
Science program like the one at BCC. 
With these agreements, students have 
the assurance that upon successful 
completion of the program they can 
transfer as Juniors and receive their B.S 
degree in Engineering in a total of four 
years of college. For this to happen, the 
2-year program must closely parallel 
the first two years at the 4-year school 

The success of BCC’s program is 
measured by whether students do in- 
deed transfer as juniors and whether 
they can maintain their grade point 
average at a 4-year institution. Nine out 
of ten BCC graduates succeed in both of 
these tests. And, so, agreements, such as 
these become an important new aspect 
of higher education. 

Broome Community College and its 
faculty are very actively involved with 
the New York State Association of Two 
Year Engineering Science Association 
(TYESA) and the Association of Engine- 
ering Colleges of New York State 
(AECNYS), Members of these organiza- 
tions have an articulation agreement 
that dates back to 1971 where the 
member Engineering Schools of NYS 
will give top priority to transfer students 
with an A'S. degree in Engineering 
Science from the TYESA schools. Current- 
ly Jack D. Foster, Chairman of the 
Engineering Science Department at 
BCC is president of TYESA, and William 
C. Beston, Coordinator of Broome’s 
Engineering Science program is the 
Secretary/Treasurer. 

Another articulation agreement forged 
this year was between the nursing 
departments of BCC and SUNY Brock- 
port. What is unique about this particular 
agreement in Nursing is that students 
will spend three years here at BCC and 
then transfer, as seniors, to SUNY 
Brockport. This 3+] program will result 
in a significant cost savings for the 
student while they matriculate toward a 
B.S. degree in nursing.

Two Friends, Gone 


On March 19, people from across BCC 
gathered in the atrium of the Applied 
Technology Building to pay tribute to 
two fine people who died suddenly on 
Friday, March 13: Olga Finch and Chet 
Buglia. 

Olga came to BCC right after gradua- 
tion from North High in 1957. She first 
went to work in the Finance Office and 
then went on to the Athletic Department 
under Dick Baldwin. Dick and Olga’s 
partnership would last nearly 30 years. 
Dick was the Director, Coach and teach- 
er. “Dolly” (Olga’s nickname) was the 
scheduler, arranger, statistician, and 
gate manager. Her dedication to athlet- 
ics at BCC extended to her advising of 
the cheerleader squad. It says quite a 
lot that the girls from that group called 
her “Mom”. Olga’s special joys in life 
were her marriage to Gary Finch in 
1973 and her faithful participation in the 
S.S. Cyril & Method Church. For so long, 
Olga was the gentle warmth behind the 
athletic scenes. All of us lost a friend 
when she died. 

Our other colleague, Chet, a seven 
year BCC veteran, was for a time the

This semester he taught 
text editing and word processing 
courses. Chet was an innovative teacher 
and acampus leader. He had carefully 
thought out positions about the quality 
of students, the rights of faculty, and 
general education. Chet rose to become 
the President of College Council and a 
delegate to the President’s Council. In 
both places, Chet spoke his mind and 
people listened. He will be missed. 

For its 1987 class gift, the Student 
Government Association voted to estab- 
lish two separate and equal endowed 
funds in memory of Olga Finch and 
Chet Buglia. The total amount is $4,500. 
The two funds will be referred to as the 
Olga J. Finch and the Chester A. Buglia 


Memorial Scholarship Funds and will 
be managed by the BCC Foundation. 
The principal of each will be invested, 
and the income will be used for the 
scholarships. 

Each scholarship will be awarded 
annually to a BCC student who has 
demonstrated outstanding achievement 
in extra curricular activities and who 
has not received a stipend for his/her 
activities. Selection will be made each 
year by a student committee appointed 
by the Student Government Association 
and assisted by the SGA advisor. 

The SGA welcomes gifts to either or 
both of the endowed funds. People 
wishing to do so should make their 
checks out to the BCC Foundation.

Speakers Abound On and Off BCC Campus 


The BCC Spring Semester was punc- 
tuated with campus visits by several 
unique guest speakers.

On Thursday, February 12, Eugene 
“Mercury” Morris, ex-running back for 
the Miami Dolphins addressed over 
1,300 BCC students, faculty, staff, stu- 
dents from local junior and senior high 
schools and people from the community. 
Mercury Morris, who helped guide the 
Dolphins to three straight Super Bowls 
and two back-to-back championships 
was on campus, not to talk about foot- 
ball but about drug abuse. In 1982, he 
was arrested for cocaine possession and 
trafficking. After over three years in 
prison, he was released and has been 
on a crusade to educate young people 
about the dangers of drug use ever 
since. 

“There is no such thing as drug abuse. 
It’s self abuse,” he told those in attend- 


ance in the BCC gymnasium. Drug use, 
he said, isa choice people make. People 
have to be educated so they can make 
informed decisions. “You have to get 
involved with the people.” He described 
drug use as a symptom of deeper pers- 
onal problems that must be addressed. 

Later in the semester, on April 2, one 
ofthe prime figures in the Nixon admin- 
istration’s Watergate fiasco came to 
BCC. G. Gordon Liddy was known as the 
‘plumber’ who fixed information “leaks” 
at the White House. 

For his role in the Watergate affair, 
Mr. Liddy was sentenced to 21 years in 
prison. For refusing to implicate anyone 
else, he was ordered incarcerated in a 
maximum security prison so notoroius 
that it was subsequently ordered de- 
stroyed by a federal court so that no 
human being could ever be confined 
there again. Mr. Liddy served nearly 
five years, including 106 days in solitary 
confinement, and maximum security in 
nine prisons until, still silent, he was 
finally freed by President Carter “in the 
interest of justice.” 

Mr. Liddy’s subject was a comparison 
of the Watergate scandle that toppled 
former president Nixon and the Iran- 
Contra Affair presently plaguing the 
Reagan administration. 

“This is a scandle junior grade that is 
easily survivable by the present admin- 
istration” he said. “Contragate was 
nothing more than a bad policy de- 
cision.” 


Mr. Liddy criticized the Press and 
Congress for not allowing the CIA to 
better carry out covert activities relating 
to foreign policy. 

“If the CIA anticipates a covert opera- 
tion and follows the law as written by 
notifying the oversight committee of 
Congress, they are telling 99 people,” 
Liddy said. “As Benjamin Franklin said 
‘the only way three people can keep a 
secret is if two are dead’.”

1986-87 Annual 
Fund Campaign 


The BCC Foundation’s 1986-87 Annual 
Fund Campaign is nearly finished, and 
as of June 15th, nearly $202,000 has 
been raised, according to Foundation 
Director Roger Hartman. This leaves just 
$1,000 to go to reach the goal of 
$203,000. 

“Though we are not quite there yet, 
this has been a good year for us,” 
according to Mr. Hartman. He said that 
strong support, especially from alumni, 
community friends, faculty and staff and 
private foundations is the major reason 
the Foundation has been successful this 
year. Many of the individual gifts are 
matched by employers, adding sub- 
stantially to the impact of these con- 
tributions, he said. 


The community friends and corporate 
portions of the campaign were co- 
chaired by Foundation members Sandy 
Perkins and Karl Stickley, respectively. 
These people were assisted by 110 other 
members of the Foundation who volun- 
teered their time to contact individuals 
and businesses.About $80,000 has been 
raised from these two constituencies so 
far this year. 

Alumni and parent portions of the 
campaign are organized by Joseph 
Flanagan, Alumni Affairs Director at 
BEG 

“Together, alumni and parents have 
contributed over $25,000 to the cam- 
paign, with over $23,000 of that amount 
coming just from alumni,” Mr. Flanagan 
said. He added that with employer 
matching gifts, the amount raised from 
alumni and parents is about $42,000. To 
raise this money, 40 alumni, students, 
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and faculty and staff volunteers were 
involved in preparing mailings and in 
PHONATHON ‘86. 

Over all, the Foundation approaches 
alumni, parents, faculty and staff, 
community friends, businesses, private 
foundations and civic and professional 
organizations for support. The Founda- 
tion uses these tax-deductible contnri- 
butions for grants-in-aid, merit scholar- 
ships, faculty development and small 
capital projects.

To benefit BCC and its students, five 
new endowed funds were established 
during the last academic year and the 
principal of two other major endowed 
funds currently managed by the 
Foundation were increased. The total 
dollar amount for these is over $34,000. 


Alexander Naylor 

Past Foundation board of director 
Alexander Naylor, who was for many 
years president of the Fairbanks 
Company in Binghamton and a long- 
time supporter of Broome Community 
College, has established the Alexander 
and Christine Naylor Endowment Fund. 
The income from this fund shall be used 
to sponsor a scholarship for Engineer- 
ing Science students who meet specific 
academic criteria and demonstrate 
financial need. With increased income 
from this fund in the future, additional 
scholarships may be added for students 
in the Nursing and Dental Hygiene 
programs. Mr. Naylor currently resides 
in Florida. 


Olga J. Finch and Chester A. Buglia 

Two additional new funds established 
in 1987 are the Olga J. Finch and Chester 
A. Buglia Memorial Scholarship Funds, 
which were created by the 1987 class 
gift from the BCC Student Government 
Association. Mrs, Finch and Mr. Buglia 
died in the spring of 1987. (see story on 
page 6) Since establishement by the 
SGA, these funds have received num- 
erous gifts from individuals. The income 


from these two funds will be used to 
award scholarships to students who 
have accomplished much for BCC 
through student activities but for which 
they have not received compensation. 
The SGA will be responsible for choosing 
the recipients. 


NYS Federation of Home Bureaus 

Also during the past year, the NYS 
Federation of Home Bureaus, Inc. estab- 
lished an endowed scholarship in Child 
Care in honor of Broome County Home 
Bureau members. This scholarship, 
which was given for the first time this 
past spring, is awarded to deserving 
students in the Child Care Program.

Janet Lyden Butler 

Another major endowed fund was 
established by the family of the late 
Janet Lyden Butler, a 1974 graduate of 
the BCC Nursing program.

other difficulties.” The late Mrs. Butler 
was the wife of Joseph H. Butler of 
Endicott. 


Frank G. Paul 

Two existing endowed funds that 
were substantially increased during the 
1986-87 academic year are the Frank 
G. Paul Fund for Engineering Science 
and the Joseph L. Manzari Memorial 
Endowment Fund. Mr. Paul, a retired 
IBM executive and former BCC Found- 
ation President, established the fund for 
Engineering Science three years ago. 
His annual gifts, along with IBM match- 
ing gifts, makes this a major endowment. 
The proceeds are used to make sub- 
stantial awards to the best graduating 
Engineering Science students who are 
transferring to four-year engineering 
schools. Mr. Paul currently resides in 
Lexington, Mass. 


Joseph L. Manzari 

The late Joseph L. Manzari was the 
father of Dr. John Manzari, a practicing 
physician in the area and a trustee of 
BCC. Established by Dr. Manzari in 
memory of his father The Joseph L. 
Manzari Memorial Endowement Fund 
makes available an award to an out- 
standing student in the Health Science 
area. Dr. Manzari has made annual 
gifts to the scholarship for many years. 
The endowed fund was established with 
two major one-time gifts.

varying themes. Paul Sweeney, a part 
time instructor of music at BCC, played 
classical guitar, enhancing the atmos- 
phere of the exhibition. Hor d’oevres 
and punch were served. Many members 
ofthe local art community attended the 
reception, often commenting on the 
appropriateness of the exhibit being 
held in the new Applied Technology 
Building. The location, they said, im- 
plied a mature balance between tech- 
nology and art. 

Another event symbolizing balance 
took place the week after the art exhi- 
bition. On May 6 the annual BCC Spring 
Picnic was held, also celebrating 40 
years of BCC as the community's college. 
Partial funding for the picnic was pro- 
vided by the Fortieth Anniversary Cele- 
bration committee, making the picnic a 


bargain for students, faculty and staff. 
Included in the $2.00 ticket price was 
lunch, a photograph taken of each 
person as a BCC Hornet, games and a 
pin bearing the now-familiar “40 Years” 
logo. The game prizes, coffee cups, 
beer mugs and T-shirts, also carried the 
anniversary trademark. ACTS, a favorite 
local band, was hired to play, and a 
juggler and Mr. Simon Says were on 
hand to entertain. Over 900 people 
attended. 

R. Bruce MacGregor, Director of Stu- 
dent Activities and organizer of the 
picnic, said, ‘The picnic is a celebration 
of the end of a year of endeavor. It is an 
opportunity for the students, faculty and 
staff to celebrate together.” 

Elizabeth Wood, chairperson of the 
Fortieth Anniversary Celebration com- 
mittee, said that the anniversary mile- 
stone caused people to think about 
what the College means to them, and to 
contribute personal and unique ideas 
to the celebration. 


Personal contributions were also very 
much a part of the dedication of the 
Applied Technology Building on May 
21. John J. Scaturro, Assistant to the 
President, Community Relations and 
Development, was in charge of the 
dedication and had been planning it 
since November, 1986. Graphic Artist, 
Michelle Perricone created the 40th 
Anniversary logo and the theme of BCC 
as the community's college. “Through 
advertising and campus events, we are 
attempting to wean the public off the 
nickname “Broome Tech’,” said Mr. 
Scaturro. “BCC represents much more, 
and is no longer just the technologies 
..The new building is designed to 
provide the kind of education people in 
the community will need. We want to 
instill in the public the unique char- 
acteristics of BCC. What we do here is 
educate local people and train them in 
fields important to the local economy.” 

Mr. Scaturro said that the dedication 
was planned as a transition from the first 
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forty years of the College to the next 
forty years. Scheduling the dedication 
of the new building for the day before 
commencement created a sense of 
passage from the past, through the 
present and into the future. 


Dr. Veres said, “40 years ago the 
College started in older buildings in 
downtown Binghamton. The main prior- 
ity of the faculty and staff then was 
quality. Over the years many changes 
have occurred, particularly...in the fa- 
cilities. Although the College changed 
in location and size, one constant re- 
mains: the priority of a quality educa- 
tion.” 

As part of the dedication ceremonies 
many dignitaries attended, congratu- 
lating all those who had worked long 
and hard toward the goal of a timely 
new building. Among the speakers 
were Senator Warren Anderson, As- 
semblyman Richard Miller, Broome 
Community College Board Chairman 
Holmes Somers and Broome County 
Executive Carl Young. 

Speaking as Honorary Chairman of 
Broome Community College's Fortieth 
Annviersary Celebration, James A. 
Carrigg, President of New York State 
Electric and Gas said, “To be able to 
dedicate this Applied Technology Build- 
ing as part of our Fortieth Anniversary

Celebration is...very special to me. It is 
indeed the highlight of our year-long 
birthday parrty,...the icing on the cake! I 
believe this beautiful new facility is the 
comerstone and the first building block 
of the next 40 years at Broome Com- 
munity College.” Mr. Carrigg is a 1958 
alumnus of BCC. 

The building dedication marked the 
exciting beginning of a new era for 
BCC, and Michael Kinney, Associate 
Professor of Music, captured this ex- 
citement in a special musical piece he 
wrote for the dedication. Called “A 
Hymn for All Times,” itwas played by 40 
local brass musicians. The musicians 
took their positions on the second floor 


balcony. Opposite them, from the land- 
ing ofthe stairway, Mr. Kinney conducted 

“A Hymn for All Times”, said Mr 
Kinney, “is an attempt to capture the 
indomitable human spirit of all individ- 
uals ...To represent mankind and his 
spirit, you must deal with more than 
beauty. Beauty cannot exist without 
tension, or the hope and difficulty of 
overcoming odds. The power is when 
you accept that these exist at the same 
time, creating a perfect balance.” The 
performance was a resounding success 

Included in the ceremonies was the 
release of 750 helium balloons. High 
breezes swept them to far points, con- 
veying the message of BCC’s fortieth 
anniversary. 

These three events, occurring in the 
spring of BCC’s fortieth year, represent 
the maturity and balance ofan institution 
that has earned a respected reputation 
and leaves a venerable heritage. The 
80th anniversary of Broome Community 
College will occur in a new era, during 
anew century and at the beginning of a 
new millennium, Broome Community 
College will continue to grow and 
progress, becoming richer in know- 
ledge, skills and insight, imparting this 
richness to the thousands who claim the 
opportunity.

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Another speaker on campus this 
semester was WNBF radio morning host 
John Leslie. Mr. Leslie came on Wednes- 
day, June 3, 1987 and Thursday, June 4, 
1987 to speak about his recently com- 
pleted trip to the Soviet Union. He 
presented slides and answered ques- 
tions about his journey through Moscow, 
Leningrad and Borovichi. Borovichi, 
which means ‘village in the pine forest” 
is Binghamiton’s sister city in Russia. Mr. 
Leslie’s visit was one of the first to 
coincide with the USSR’s new attitude 
toward more press freedom. His pre- 
sentation included a visit into the home 
of a typical soviet family — until now 
something unheard of in western jour- 
nalism. 

The program, sponsored by the 
Alumni Association, gave people the 
opportunity to question Mr. Leslie about 
his impressions of the closed society. 
One of the more humorous discoveries 
is that sauerkraut appears to be the 
Soviet answer to peanut butter. Itcan be 
found at every meal including breakfast! 
Similar programs will be scheduled in 
the future.

Assemblyman Tallon’s speech was 
entitled: “Health Care Challenges From 
the Citizen’s Point of View.”

Most recently, 
Assemblyman Tallon was honored by 
the Associated Medical Schools of New 
York State, receiving its 1987 Award for 
Exemplary Legislative Leadership.

Twins Sought for 
Study 


The Psychology Department at 
Broome Community College is partici- 
pating in an international disease pre- 
vention study.

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In the United States, using a small grant obtained from the American Cancer 
Society, a more unorthodox method of finding twins who are cancer patients 
was tried. In response to a few advertisements placed in newspapers around the 
country, several hundred affected twin pairs volunteered by telephone or mail, 
showing that such a method could be successful. 

After identifying twins with disease, it only remains to document the illness 
from hospital records, and to ask twins questions about their experiences in a 
systematic fashion. As enough pairs are collected to study each individual 
disease, an interview questionnaire is to be designed and administered. 

The first cancer site to be studied is that of female breast cancer, the most 
common cancer. The most important risk factors for this disease involve such 
things as age at first pregnancy, age at menopause, age at menarche, height, 
weight, and degree of obesity. In addition, dietary factors during childhood are 
of interest because they may be responsible for some of these differences as is 
past drug usage; a form has been designed which inquires about such things. 

Approximately 600 Scandinavian twins and 600 North American twins with 
breast cancer should be available for study within three years. Even if no new 
specific foods or environmental factors are identified, the study will shed light on 
the age at which higher risk from breast cancer can first be detected. It will also 
tell us whether or not certain risk factors are present even in identical twins and, 
therefore, whether or not such factors are of environmental origin. 

Since recruitment of twins at all cancer sites procedes simultaneously, and 
since useful information can be obtained from surviving twins even when the 
affected twin is dead, several thousand other pairs of twins with cancer at other 
sites will be available for study by the time the 600 breast cancer pairs have 
been accumulated. Thus, the costs of recruitment are amortized over the studies 
of all sites. Cancers of the stomach, colon and pancreas are also probably 
related to dietary factors, including those in early life, and will be studied inthe 
same way. Studies of other cancers will concentrate on differences between the 
twins as adults, such as in their medical experiences, and still others, such as 
those of lukemias and lymphomas, may warrant laboratory comparisons of 
blood from the twins. It is proposed to study cancer sites one by one as cases are 
accumulated and as good hypotheses become available. 

Recruitment of twins in North America has been rather successful to date. With 
a grant from the National Cancer Institute, over 1700 affected twins have been 
identified, including several hundred with breast cancer. An analogous study of 
multiple sclerosis has been initiated and funded, and several hundred affected 
twins have been found thus far. Questionnaires are now being field tested for 
both studies, and seem to be capable of providing information of high quality. 
Studies of diabetes and other chronic diseases are being considered. The ability 
to provide new information about environmental risks and the interaction with 
heredity seems to depend only on the ability to meet goals for twin ascertain- 
ment.

BCC Participates In International 
Twin Study 


In the Department of Family and Preventive Medicine at the University of 
Southern California, Dr. Thomas Mack is directing a study of the environmental 
causes of cancer and other chronic diseases by looking for differences in the 
past experiences of twins when only one of the twins has been affected. 

With a few exceptions, most cancers endanger twins in much the same way as 
siblings. When a twin contracts one of the common forms of cancer, the other 
twin does not have a very high risk of being similarly affected, even if the twins 
have been very close, are of the same sex, or are identical rather than fraternal. 
This is one reason why most cancers are believed to be caused by environmental 
factors. The study is based on the idea that such environmental factors might be 
easier to recognize through the study of twins. Since they share aq common 
genetic heritage, only an important difference in life experiences could 
produce an identical twin pair in which one does and one does not develop a 
given cancer. The same could be said for multiple sclerosis and for each of a 
number of other chronic diseases. 

Moreover, because twins grow up in the same household, it is easier to identify 
and summarize those life experiences which are different because the 
relationship between them has always been so intimate. Each twin has usually 
been aware of the experiences of both twins and can provide not only absolute 
but comparative information about the pair from a fund of memories extending 
back over an entire lifetime. Finally, differences between the twins which are 
found to be statistically correlated with the occurrence of cancer are more likely 
to be biologically meaningful since the twins are otherwise so alike. 

This logic is only slightly less compelling for fraternal twins of the same sex, 
since they still share half their genetic endowment and since they are only 
slightly less familiar with each other's lives. 

This novel method of study is of special use for the study of chronic diseases like 
cancer and multiple sclerosis, because many of the causes actually occured 
years before the diagnosis. When the illness strikes, distant memory has often 
faded and is unreliable for those of us who were not born with a readymade 
standard of comparison 

A careful study of such comparions between twins on a large scale has not 
previously been done, apparently because ofthe relative rarity of twins and the 
relative difficulty in identifying them among groups of patients. However, one in 
every hundred or so persons is a twin, and many thousands contract illness 
annually. Furthermore, since they are used to being compared to one another, 
both affected and unaffected twins cooperate because they quickly understand 
why such comparisons might be useful. 

In the four Scandinavian countires of Denmark, Finland, Norway and Sweden, 
both birth and disease records are accurate and technically accessible. Cancer 
cases have long been registered in central registries and, for purposes of 
genetic research, country-wide registries of persons born as twins have also 
been maintained. After discussion and negotiation, conducted in part using 
limited funds granted to us by the International Union Against Cancer, the 
cooperation and participation of investigators and officials in all four countries 
has been obtained, and hundreds of twins with cancer have been identified
